Kvery one whom Popper has accused of 
improper conduct in civic politics has 
entered a general denial. Christopher 
A. Buckley, Popper's former business 
partner, waa interviewed today at his 
Livermoro ranch. In referenco to Clu- 
nic's charged against Topper, Uucklcy 
said: "1 always had implicit confi- 
dence hi Popper, and would have trust- 
ed him with everything I had in the 
world. J never doubted hut that he 
was honest and incorruptible. When 1 
left hero ill 1890 Popper ami I were 
partners in street grouping and custom- 
house drayajre contracts. When I re- 
turned to California 1 found Popper a 
changed man. 1 could not understand 
him. 
In my judgment there is some- 


thing wrotiH with hia head." 


Uuckley denied knowledge of the $030 


bribe euid to have been paid monthly to 
the lust hoard of superviaora. He mud 
he ia desirous of severing the partner- 
ship, but ia unable to procure from 
Popper a financial statement, or any 
settlement. 
Ho eaid that Joseph P. 


Kelly waa interested with himself and 
Popper in the street-sweeping contract. 
In reference to Ulunie's charges that 
Pop »er ottered to turn over the Demo- 
crat c party to Buckley, the latter said 
Popper had called on him at Livermore, 
and, alter imiuirin,: if ho (Buckley) was 
going into polities again, eaid: "Well, 
tho orgiuiimUun ia down there and any 
time vou wsint unv part of it yon can 
have "it."

negroes were lynched last night near 
MillingHton by a large body of white 
men. 
Numerous acts of incendiarism 


have been committed during the mat 
year and the negroes were arrested for 
the crimea. They were on their way to 
jaii in charge of an ollieer when the 
jnob shot them to pieces. Detective 
Kic inrdHOn arrived in Memphis this 
morning and reported the lynching to 
Sheriff Atdjeimon and Criminal Court 
Judge L. 1'. Cooper. Cooper at once 
sent for the grand jury and instructed 
that body to investigate the affair and 
return indictments against members of 
the mob.

THE SHUT-IN SOCIETY. 


Is History, Aims, Work and What 


It Accomplishes. 


EIIITOII UKITJII.U-AN : — ' And the Lord 


Bhut him in."— Genesis 7, 1(1 


The Shut-in Society scorns In be little 


ited as long ago as 1877, and was organ- 
ised in 1884. I often meet, people who 
lave never heard of it, and othero who 
tnow its name butnotite work. Through 
he kindness of the KKI-L'IIUCAN 1 nin 
jlatl to give somcthiiig of its history and 
lime. 
H began in the simplest way. It waa 


nor. 
formed, it grew. 
A sick woman, 


confined lo the house but able to use her 
lands, knew another invalid who waf 
unable to stand on her feet. 
They 


could not meet but they wrote to each 
other, and the letters brought cheer into 
rath lives. One day Janet read in Hie 
Advocate and (iuartlian a letter written 
>y a young lady who had bt-en conlineil 
.0 her ruiini for fourteen yenra, and both 
ihe and Sue sent Icltcrs of sympathy. 
TbeBe three corresponded, and after a 
,hne they heard of a fourth invalid; 
then a ciiy missionary told of a lit Hi ; 
aoon there were mx, all enjoying the 
ittle round robin letter-writing club. 
Mies Jennie M. Drinkwatcr (now Mrs. 
Jonklin, antl honory president of the 
society), 
called these invalids 
the 
" shut-ins," and, knowing how the 
sending and receiving letU-rs helped to 
brighten their lives, conceived the plan 
of a 
society 
which 
would 
cheer 


manv eick rooms. So the Sh.it-In Soci- 
ety was orgaiiixed. Today there aro 
hundreds of members, abroad, UK well as 
in our own hind. It is well organized, 
too. 
Under the lend of honorary and 


acting presidents, there are eight vice 
presidents havimr charge of large dis- 
tricts, ami thus keeping oversight of all 
the work done by associates; there are 
heads of departments and standing 
committees lo attend to different lines of 
the work, so that all rune smoothly and 
to advantage,; there ia alao a monthly 
magazine, called Tin-. Open Window 
("A window abalt thou make to the 
ark." 
Uen., <i:ll»,), ably edited by Mrs. 


C' T. Buxlon; and the secretary and 
treasurer, Mra. U. M. Monroe of Mid- 
dletown, Conn., is thoroughly efficient 
and enthusiastic in the work. The metn- 
berahii) coniBts of associates and in- 
vnlida.* The former, though not sick 
themselves, are in fender sympathy 
with the suffering, nnd for the sake of 
Him who long ago gave us the comfort- 
ing words found in Matthew, 25:40, 
"(Jive time and service to those whom 
it has "pleased the Lord to bruise." 


To be n sufferer, shut in from tho out- 


side world, is all that is needed to make 
one eligible as an invalid member. The 
expense ia trifling— one dollar per year 
for an associate, and half that eum for 
an invalid, this including a subscription 
to The Open Window. The society is 
not designed as a charitable association. 
By the constitution ita inciubbTs are en- 
joined 
against applying for money 


or other material aid to the oflicerB, 
as&ociatcs or other members. Its aim 
is wholly to relieve and enliven the 
monotony and wearineaa of the sick 
room, ami by inspiriting letters and oc- 
casional visits stimulate hope, patience 
:tnd courage in the hcartof the alllicted. 
Help is given in other ways than by 
alms. Aseietance in the .''ay of remun- 
erative work, and tho loan of wheel 
chairs and other invalid appliances, is a 
part of the plan of service. We all 
know that people who are well and 
strong are apt to get into grooves uf 
thought anil action, and to heco'mt; nar- 
row in their lives. How much more 
cause has tho invalid, whose life is 
bounded by four walls and whose heart 
throbs only to pain, to become habitua- 
ted to think only of eelf and lo look in 
and not out. Men ulfo know, when 
convalescing from an illness, h»w a lit- 
tle chat with a friend, a kind1 letter, a 
few Ilowera or a picture, brings a joy 
into our day. 
Imagine the pleasure 


which ia given to a constant invalid by 
such simple attentions! The everyday 
monotony of the life they lead ia most 
depressing to body and spirit. Interest 
in any outside event is of great import- 
ance. In this way the Shut-in Society, 
with its host uf Christian women offer- 
ing generous service and its monthly 
magazine lull of 
healthful material, 


helps to broaden and make more endur- 
able the lives of those who are "strick- 
en, smitten of Uod and alllicted." 


A lady once said to me that ahc did 


not believe in such a society, that sick 
people thought altogether, too much of 
their aches and pa'ma, and it ';oiild do 
them no good to be writing about them. 
She was not a member of the society, 
and ahe wits quite wrong in her idea of 
the letters which invalids write. My 
own experience 
as 
an associate for 


some years, is that they tell little of 
their own Bufferings, and that only in 
reply to inti-re.sted questioning. The 
letters were oftener tilled with tiym pa- 
thetic account of some one worse oil' 
than themselves and hearty expression 
of how good the Lord waa to them. 


Thereare fewer members in thia part 


of the country than in the east, owing, 
doubtless, lt>;i;iclc uf knowledge of the 
Hociety quite us much HH the difference 
in population. This district comprises 
tho males from Monlana, south to New 
Mexico and west of lli^ir to the I'lu-llic. 
There are t hirty at-wocialca and thirty- 
eigiit invalid tm-mherH in thia territory. 
There should be many tiim-n this num- 
ber, and 1 tih:ill be grateful for names 
and address^ of thomi who would be 
bi'iutlitted by :i:c::iberabiii.
